Local Blackout 


Takes Place At 9:30 
March 22; Tomlinson 
Heads Local Committee 


The local civilian defense commit- 
tee, at its regular bi-weekly meet- 
ing Thursday night, made final 
plans for the blackout to take place 
Sunday night, March 22, in Andover 
in conjunction with half a dozen 
other neighboring communities. 
Tentative plans call for the black- 
out to begin at 9:30, and last for 
20 minutes. Auxiliary police and air 
raid wardens will be on duty, but 
other emergency groups. will prob- 
ably not be called upon ito serve. 

Airraid signals will be used to 
indicate the beginning of the black- 
out period, the system being much 
the same as during the alert a week 
ago Saturday. The sounding of the 
alarm has not been Officially ap- 
proved as yet by J. Wells Farley, 
chairman of the state committee 
of public safety, but he has ap- 
proved the other local arrange- 
ments. 


Trial Justice Walter C. Tomlin- 
son of the local police court was 
appointed at the meeting to act as 
chief blackout officer for Andover. 
William J. Young, former head of 
the committee, will remain as a 
member under the reorganization.

Town Meeting Grants Wage 


Increases To All Employees 


Appropriates $650,687; Tax Rate May Go 
Down; Non-Defense Expenditures Curtailed 


School Committee 
Organizes For Year 


Frederick C. Smith was re-elected 
chairman and Arthur R. Lewis sec- 
retary in the annual organization 
meeting of the local school com- 
mittee Tuesday night. John Mac- 
Kenzie, newly-elected member, was 
appointed by Mr. Smith ito tthe fi- 
nancial and advisory committee, 
the other members being Harold T. 
Houston, chairman, and John M. 
Erving. The two other swb-commit- 
tees retained last year’s personnel, 
Mrs. Julie S. Musk being chairman 
of teachers and, curricula, and Wil- 
liam <A, Doherty of buildings, 
grounds and equipment. 

Miss Mary G. Bailey, director of 
adult education in the public 
schools, submitted a report stating 
that five local applicants who have 
been certified by the WPA and have 
completed a special training course, 
are now recruiting and organizing 
classes in Andover. They are Mrs. 
Roseanne McGrath, Miss Frances 
Gogan, Miss Catherine Walsh, Miss 
Mae Donovan and Miss Ada Wood- 
worth. , 

Contacts have already been made, 
said Miss Bailey, with all indus- 
tries, churches, civic and educa- 
tional organizations, and ithe re- 
sponse has been generally good. 
The policy of operating many small 
classes rather than larger and fewer 
groups is expected to prove suc- 
cessful in the more congested 
areas. 

The committee also voted to in- 
crease the salaries of all school em- 
ployees by 10 percent per year, but 
in no case over the rate of $150 
per year, as authorized by town

Andover’s second wartime town 
meeting, Monday night, kept well 
within the restrictions of economy 
imposed by the present conflict, 
and, while voting large increases 
in all town departments, amounting 
in most cases to 10 percent, voted 
expenditures of $650,687, or $28,341 
less than last year. 

It is believed in most circles that 
this will make the tax rate for the 
current year about the same as last 
year, since other factors, including 
the lack of new building, the de- 
crease in revenue from state gaso- 
line and excise taxes, and the ap- 
propriation of $7654 at the special 
meeting in December, must be in- 
cluded in any tentative forecast 
possible before the assessors’ fig- 
ures are in. 

Wage increases were voted in the 
major departments, except where 
the normal step rate raises occur. 
In most cases, they amount to a 
raise of 10 percent in salaries up to 
$1500, with a flat increase of $150 
on higher salaries. An achievement 
like that, with no increase in the 
tax rate and together with a suf- 
ficient appropriation for local civ- 
ilan defense, would seem to make

OPINION OF SELECTMEN 


Just before the beginning of the 
discussion on Article 3, dealing with 
the salaries of elected officials, Se- 
lectman Roye HB. Hardy rose to give 
the opinion of the board on the tax 
rate. Mentioning the fact that the 
value of assessed property and 
other items had not been fully de- 
termined, he went on to say that, 
following the finance committee’s 
recommendations, including wage 
increases, December’s appropria- 
tions and a liberal overlay, the tax 
rate would not be above that of 
last year. However, if all the ar- 
ticles in the warrant were accepted,

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including straight 10 percent in- 
creases, $35,000 would be added to 
the budget and the rate would 
climb $2.50. The loss from @X- 
cise tax would be about equalized 
by a smaller assessment for state 
and county taxes, due to the great 
decrease in road construction. 

He did not believe it possible, 
he said, to follow a set policy of in- 
creases for all town employees, be- 
cause in some cases, increases had 
already been given, in others, they 
couldn’t or shouldn’t be given. A 
considerable saving would be real- 
ized by treating each department 
separately.

was called for, his amendment was 
passed by a vote of 215 to 86. 

At this point Frederick C, Smith 
asked whether the town could not 
consider the salary question as a 


whole, so that it would know just - 


where it was going. Selectman 
Hardy pointed out that such a pro- 
cedure would be, in certain in- 
stances, undesirable or illegal, and 
that there were only about three 
major departmental budgets re- 
maining. 

Mr. Brimer. offered another 
amendment, cutting the amended 
fire department budget $400, and 
this was passed overwhelmingly 
by the meeting.

Brimer, however, in securing $5500 
for his department inctead of the 
proposed $5000. An amendment of- 
féred by Herbert Farnsworth of the 
Taxpayers’ Association to cut the 
library budget from $15,000 to $13,- 
707 was also voted down, this time 
by a very close vote.

And Next—1943 


It was a very good job Monday 
night, very good. It was a good 
job for early 1942. It mightn’t turn 
out to be a good job for late 1942, 
and chances are that for 1943, early 
or late, it wouldn’t be good at all. 

We just tightened our belt up a 
notch, or maybe not even that; 
maybe we just punched a new hole 
between the first and second notch- 
es. Next year it’s got to be very, 
very tight—and now’s the time to 
start thinking of it. 

In the first place, next year we’re 
going to feel—and “feel” should 
be capitalized and underlined,— 
we're going to feel the results of 
the more and more infrequent use 
of cars. Part of our revenue comes 
from gasoline tax. If we get less 
from that, we’re going to have to 
get more from real estate—or re- 
duce expenditures. In the second 
place, our income taxes a la Mor- 
genthau are going to be sky-high. 
A lot of you are paying them this 
year for the first time; a lot who 
have paid before, have paid much 
more this time. And you’ve seen 
nothing yet! In the third place 
our increased valuation — well, it 
just won’t increase, because you 
can’t get things to build with. 

Town Officials now should start 
looking ahead to the next town 
meeting, when we’re just going to 
have to cut, and cut, and cut. 


This Sober Town-Meeting 


Sometimes the average voter sit- 
ting in the town meeting perhaps 
wonders what the little remarks are 
that pass back and forth once in a 
while between ithe officials on the 
stage. Had they been able to hear 
a remark made by Selectman Col- 
lins to Selectman Hardy during the 
meeting, they probably would have 
made the remark into a motion and 
passed it unanimously, or with per- 
haps only two dissenting votes. 

The remark was this, in brief: 
“They close the drinking places on 
election day; it would be better if 
they closed them on town meeting 
day.” 

Anybody who attended the meet- 
ing knows what a silly spectacle a 
couple of men made of themselves, 
apparently under the influence of 
liquor. Moderator Butler handled 
the situation very well, but it is un- 
fortunate that there is not some 
way of keeping people like this out 
of town meeting. 


Good Leadership 


A large part of the success of 
the town meeting was due, of 
course, to the fact that despite all 
the arguments that would tend to 
lead them astray and despite all 
the divertisements which might 
have prompted less serious action 
on the articles, the taxpayers them- 
selves kept their heads and steered 
a straight course. But town meet- 
ings need leaders, and the part that 
some of our town leaders played 
at this meeting cannot be over- 
emphasized. Foremost, of course, 
was chairman of the selectmen, 
Roy HE. Hardy, whose frank, 
straightforward presentation of 
the facts, based on some very 
thorough and painstaking study 
beforehand, gave the townspeople 
the information they needed in or- 
der to act wisely. Then there were

two other officials, finance commit- 
tee chairman Harvey G. Turner, 


whose reluctance to speak save 
when asked only made his opinions 
more forceful when he did speak, 
and B, P. W. chairman Sidney P. 
White, whose guidance at town 
meetings in the past paved the way 
for the operating savings that he 
was able to announce in his budget 
this year. Among the non-officials 
Taxpayers’ Association President 
Wallace E. Brimer stood out, for his 
presentation of the association’s 
salary compromise paved the way 
for budget reductions as the meet- 
ing went along. 

May we always have leadership 
as deserving of being as effective 
as Monday night’s was.

was $8,595 over its original budget 
and the largest salary increase to 
come before the meeting. The 
Board of Public Works, by cutting 
its appropriation for snow re- 
moval and sanding some $6000, was 
able to decrease its whole budget 
some $1190, despite the fact that it 
instituted a 10 percent increase in 
wages throughout the department 
some weeks ago. Mr. Brimer was 
again successful in whittling $300 
from the highway maintenance ap- 
propriation. ; 

Article 7, dealing with an appro- 
priation of $375 for the purchase of 
a power winch for the tree depart- 
ment, was disapproved. ‘Towards 
the end of the meeting, William J. 
Snyder asked that it be reconsid- 
ered, but his motion was voted 
down. 

* * * 


NO ROADS, NO SIDEWALKS 


Articles 11 and 12 were both 
tabled after spirited discussion. On 
Article 11, dealing with an appro- 
priation to build new sidewalks, 
Mrs. Mae Horne asked why money 
should be appropriated in times 
like these, when the mills are slack 
and money getting scarcer. The 
meeting had begun by decreasing 
expenditures, she said, but had 
shifted to increasing them. On her 
motion, the matter was tabled. 


John F. O’Connell was the chief 
antagonist on Article 12, for hard 
surfacing gravel roads. “Will the 
town continue in this mood,” he 
asked, “not only adopting but in- 
creasing every appropriation, des- 
pite the national need for retrench- 
ment because of vast war expen- 
ses?” Income and sales taxes were 
on the increase, he said, yet only 
a 50 cent wage increase had been 
seriously considered so far. ‘“‘When 
will we decide to do without 
things?” he concluded. 

B. P. W. Chairman Sidney P. 
White pointed out that his board 
was neutral in the matter, and. that, 
even with salary increases, its total 
expenditures would be $1000 under 
last year’s. Roger Lewis stated 
that the town had spent a great 
deal in the past to build these 
roads, and that $5000 was a small 
cost to keep them in good condi- 
tion. Chairman Harvey Turner of 
the finance committee indicated 
that the price of materials was get- 
ting very high, and their supply 
very scare. Motor travel is bound 
to decrease, and traffic by horses, 
which may not be far off, causes 
little wear on roads. Mr. White, in 
reply to a question, said that it was 
doubtful whether more than 1 3-4 
miles could be surfaced for $5000, 
and the question was indefinitely 
postponed, 

* * * 


EQUIPMENT DISAPPROVED 


Article 14 dealt with the appro- 
priation of $5000 as part payment 
on a new steamroller. Mr. White 
said that it had been his intention 
to withdraw this article, in order 
to keep expenditures down, but he 
had been informed by an insurance 
company that afternoon ithat it 
could not continue to imsure the 
machine unless a new boiler were 
installed in it, at a probable cost of 
$2000. Chances of borrowing a rol- 
ler, he isaid in response to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Brimer, were very poor, 
and, in any case, a new roller could 
not be obtained within three 
months, The matter was disap- 
proved, and articles for a pipe drill- 
ing machine and for a material 
spreader which were beset by no 


such last-minute difficulties, were 
withdrawn: by Mr. White. 

Moving along at a livelier rate, 
the assembly passed all the articles 
from 17 ‘to 25. Articles 26 and 27, 
however, dealing with the accep- 
tance and purchase of water mains. 
on a portion of Princeton avenue, 
provoked a new discussion. Roy B. 
Hardy advised that the road should 
ibe accepted, despite its faulty con- 
struction, as it was the main ac- 
cess. to ‘tthe mushrooming Shaw- 
sheen Heights development. C. 
Carleton Kimball expressed the 
opinion that such an appropriation 
would ibe ‘isnowballing”’; that there 
would be a clear expense of $4300 
on ithis article, more than $1000 on 
the mext, and that ithe town could 
not commit itself to such expenses 
in the present emergency. After it 
was pointed out that curbing would 
be also necessary, the meeting dis- 
approved ithe article by a standing 
vote of 92 to 638.

Handy to be in good shape, and its 
sidewalks and. drains thoroughly 
acceptable. The meeting voted to 
accept the road and ito reimburse 
George and Frank Cairns, its 
buildens.

ROADS AND NO MONEY? 


On Castle Heights road, Mr. 
Hardy mentioned that, while the 
property had lost considerably in 
assessment value since the razing 
of Joyce castle, none the less the 
road was in good condition and 
some $270 would be realized from 
taxes paid on tthe one house now 
standing. Mr. White asked whether 
tthe town should accept all these 
roads with no money to repair them 
properly, and whether it should pay 
a large sum of money for water 
mains only to incur additional ex- 
pense for curbing and other re- 
pairs.

CIVIL SERVICE DEFEATED 

Article 34, for placing all town 
employees under civil service, was 
represented by no sponsor, but was. 
most ably defended by Atty. Hal- 
bert Dow. The article’s provisions, 
he said, were intended to include 
all town employees except judicial 
and elective officers and school 
teachers. Edmond EH. Hammond 
asked why the matter wasi brought 
up at all, to which Mr. Dow replied 
that it would protect both town em- 
ployees and the town itself. ‘‘The 
law is not intended to keep drunk- 
ards on the town payroll, as some 
have said,” he remarked, ‘‘since the 
state authorities will remove any 
such person on application.” War 
veterans, he added, would also be 
protected under the sysitem. 

Mr. Hammond stated that there 
was no spoils system here, as the 
article would seem ‘to infer, and 
Atty. James H. Eaton moved that it 
be positponed since no sponsor had 
risen to defend it. Philip Ripley, on 
behalf of the library trustees, stated 
that the ruling would interfere with 
the state standards which the trus- 
tees follow in appointing librarians. 
The meeting voted to postpone the 
matter.

made in the women’s defense 
corps throughout the state, the 
question has recently arisen 


whether Andiover’s trained units 
are to remain under the jurisdic- 
tion of the state, the present ar 
rangement, or ‘become formally 
identified with defense activities in 
the town. Practically all the mem- 
bers of the corps have voted ito re- 
main with the town, only four pre- 
fering to stay in the state units. 

Members of the corps may be as- 
similated into other local agencies 
in the fields of mobile units, war- 
dens corps, canteen or motor trans- 
portation groups, in all of which 
they have been thoroughly trained 
and equipped. Possibly they may 
form separate working groups with- 
in ithe town. 

Another possible arrangement is 
to have the local corps become a 
state auxiliary, in which case, 
though formally identified with 
istate defense, Andover would be its 
first and principal base of opera- 
tions in the event of an emergency, 
and its canteen and motor trans- 
portation service would be used for 
local relief. 

Another new arrangement places 
Dr. Claude M. Fuess, Phillips head- 
master, at the head of the Acad- 
emy’s special defense unit, in 
charge of all its warden and mes- 
senger service, and the emergency 
activities at the Isham Infirmary. 
Lester E, Lynde, dean of the acad- 
emy, and Arthur Burr Darling of 


the faculty are acting as sub- 


chairmen. under Dr, Fuess.,

present emergency, they said,and it 
is now necessary to bring water in. 
by trucks because of ithe prohibitive 
cost of drilling an artesian well. 

In reply, finance committee chair- 
man Turner said that the property 
had been bought at a very low 
price precisely because it did not 
have all necessary conveniences; 
that wells or windmills could have 
been constructed; that the govern- 
ment has been very ready to help 
finance such projects in years past. 
Lester Abbott brought up ithe ques- 
tion of why a water main had been 
construeted to serve a single house 
on Ballardvale road—a question Mr. 
Turner later answered by saying 
that the work had been done as 
part of a project to extend the 
mains there in operation for many 
years. Eventually, the article was 
disapproved. 

The street lighting committee 
was abolished, on motion of Mr. 
Brimer, and its functions trans- 
ferred to the Board of Public 
Works, since no staff additions 
would be necessary and the work 
could be carried on in a manner 
more convenient to the public. 


ROAD POLICY ESTABLISHED 


Future policy on street accep- 
tances was determined by am ar- 
ticle introduced by Mr. Hardy and 
passed by tthe rapidly-diminishing 
gathering. Mr. Hardy made a mo- 
tion in the sense that ‘“‘the select- 
men be instructed to lay out no 
way necessitating any payment by 
ithe town as a reimbursement for 
expenses incurred in the construc- 
tion of street, sidewalk, curb, drain, 
water or sewer installations; and 
that no layout of a street be pre- 
sented the town for acceptance 
calling for any payment ito abut- 
tors; and that it be ithe policy of 
the town to accept mo street until 
complete with drains, etc., and its 
roadbed in a condition satisfactony 
ito the Board of Public Works.” 

Relative to his motion, which was 
almost unanimously approved, Mr. 
Hardy stated that the town had 
been very generous in the past com- 
pared with other communities of 
the same size. He had recently 
sent letters to 15 neighboring 
towns, he said, inquiring their pol- 
icy on street acceptances. Of the 
thirteen answers he received, 11 
said that their towns made no Day- 
ments of any kind, one that pay- 
ment was made only for the water 
Dipe laid, and the town of Brook- 
line only for drains. 

Obviously, such curtailment has 
not affected the growth of these 
other towns, said Mr. Hardy, and 
it is not likely to limit building 
here, And, as a result of the new 
policy, future town meetings will 
not be delayed by long-winded and 
highly argumentative discussions, 
nor road expenditures depend whol- 
ly upon the whim of the voters.

The windows and entrances 
to such equipped rooms or places shall be 
covered with heavy draperies, curtains, 
heavy paper board or black obscuration 
paint, so that no light may be visible from 
the outside, Skylights shall be specially 
protected from the inside to prevent injury 
from falling glass. 

4. All outside lights, including lights 
for. work being done in the open, shall be 
extinguished immediately on the giving of 
the signal for a blackout. All outside actiy- 
ity which involves fire, or in any way cre- 
ates or displays a source of light, shall cease. 

5. Smoking or lighting matches out- 
doors during a blackout is forbidden. 

No vehicle shall be operated on any 
way or street, public or private, during the 
blackout except such vehicles as are neces- 
sary for the service essential to civilian 
defense, or for the preservation of life or 
property. 

At 9:30 p. m. on March 22, 1942, 
the operators of vehicles other than emer- 
gency vehicles shall immediately reduce 
speed to not more than 15 miles per hour, 
drive to the side of the road or curb at the 
first opportunity and stop.
